Jap Migration Area Probed 


HEBER CITY.—Reports that 
sticks of dynamite were being 
exploded in the new Jap family 
migration area in Keetley were 
being investigated today by 
Sheriff Charles McPhie of Wa- 
satch County, who expressed the 
opinion that a blast there Mon- 
day night was the work of a 
prankster, 

“There was at least one stick 
of dynamite that was thrown 
and exploded in the vicinity of 
the residential facilities provid- 
ed for the incoming Japanese 
families,” Sheriff McPhie said, 
“but this occurred Monday eve- 
ning before any of the families 
were actually living in Keetley,” 

According to the sheriff, ap- 
proximately 15 Jap familles ar- 
rived at Keetley Monday night 
and Tuesday, and more were ex- 
pected to arrive Wednesday, 
Accommodations for the’ mib- 
grants are being provided by 
George A. Fisher, who owns an 


apartment house in Kecetley. 

Interviews with several resi- 
dents of ‘Keetley indicated today 
that the sentiment here is very 
much against the Japs coming 
into this valley, and the sheriff 
agreed to this with the hint that 
“all difficulties will soon. be iron- 
ed out.” 

He sald that Wasatch County,

of the press to get out a hand- 
bill on a toy printing machine, 
It said: “If George Fisher likes 
the Japs let him go to Japan.”

The explosion of the dynamite 
was heard by.a number of resi- 
dents in Heber City, who said 
that the Japs had not yet ar- 


` rived when the blast. eccurred. 
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
